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Man, $6, attacked 
in his hospital bed 


Investigations launched after nurses find war veteran severely injured

INVESTIGATIONS have been launched after 
an 86-year-old war veteran was attacked as 
he lay in his hospital bed. 

Nurses at West Suffolk Hospital found Rich¬ 
ard Bowman, of Exning, curled up in a pool of 
blood, with severe head, leg and arm injuries. 

The incident happened on November 25, 
and it is believed he was attacked by a de¬ 
mentia patient wielding a bottle. 

Mr Bowman died on Saturday - 12 days af¬ 
ter the incident - but a post mortem found he 
had died of natural causes and it is believed 
his death was not related to the attack. 

A spokesman for West Suffolk Hospital, in 
Bury St Edmunds, said: “We would like to 
take this opportunity to extend our sincere 
condolences to the patient’s family. 

“We are taking this incident extremely seri¬ 
ously and are carrying out a full internal in¬ 
vestigation.” 

A Suffolk Police spokesman confirmed the 
force was investigating reports of an assault 
at the hospital but said the death is not being 
treated as suspicious. 

The spokesman said: “A post mortem ex¬ 


amination has been held into the death of 
an 86-year-old man from Exning who died at 
West Suffolk Hospital on Saturday, December 
7. 

“The result of the post mortem was that the 


man died of natural causes and as such the 
death is not being treated as suspicious. 

“This matter will now be dealt with by the 
coroner. 

“Officers continue to investigate reports of 


an assault against the deceased man at the 
hospital on November 25, 2013.” 

Mr Bowman’s family told a national news¬ 
paper that he should never have been left 
alone with the patient. 

His son Charles Hawes, 63, said: “He was 
lying on his bed getting ready to fall asleep 
and this chap just came over and started lay¬ 
ing into him with a bottle. 

“He was much too weak and elderly to fight 
back.” 

Mr Bowman had been admitted to hospital 
with a chest infection. 

Mr Bowman served with the Royal Regi¬ 
ment of Fusiliers before running a number 
of businesses, including an estate agency in 
the area. 

Exning resident Cllr Simon Cole, who rep¬ 
resents the village on the district council, 
said: “What a terrible thing it is to happen to 
someone who has given so much to the com¬ 
munity. 

“He was a war veteran, a Royal Fusilier, a 
businessman and a thoroughly decent hu¬ 
man being. 

“It is a terrible thing. There are questions 
that must be asked about how this hap¬ 
pened.”

Five-year ban 
for trainer in 
doping inquiry 


A NEWMARKET trainer has 
been disqualified for five 
years over an “appalling” 
dereliction of his duties to¬ 
wards the horses in his care. 

Gerard Butler, who trains 
at Egerton House Stables, in 
Cambridge Road, will be dis¬ 
qualified from the sport for 
five years after nine horses 
in his yard produced positive 
samples for anabolic ster¬ 
oids. 

The results of a British 
Horseracing Authority dis¬ 
ciplinary panel held last 
month were released this 
week where it was revealed 
Newmarket-based trainer 
Butler had admitted to all 
seven charges against him 
relating to samples of an an-

abolic steroid found in hors¬ 
es in his care. 

Nine horses produced pos¬ 
itive samples for steroids, five 
cases of which were identi¬ 
fied as the joint treatment 
Sungate, which contains the 
banned anabolic steroid sta- 
nozolol. 

However, considered even 
more serious was Butler’s ad¬ 
mission that he administered 
another substance, Rexogin, 
to four horses himself. 

Rexogin is designed for use 
in humans, often for body¬ 
building, and contains 10 
times as much stanozolol as 
Sungate. 


Adam Brickell, director of 
integrity, legal and risk for 
the BHA, said: “BHA’s posi¬ 
tion, which was upheld by 
the disciplinary panel, was 
that the most serious charg¬ 
es related to Gerard Butler’s 
gross failure to look after the 
best interests of four horses 
in his care, which amounted 
to conduct that was seriously 
prejudicial to the integrity, 
proper conduct and good 
reputation of the sport.” 

The panel found Butler’s 
actions represented “an ap¬ 
palling” breach of his duties 
to looking after the interests 
of the horses in his care.

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Mandela remembered by Moulton artist 

AS the world mourned the passing of one 
of its most iconic leaders, a Moulton artist 
has revisited a poignant work. 

Noreen Denzil produced a portrait of 
Nelson Mandela, who died on Thursday, 
in pastels over the summer. 

The 47-year-old artist, who chooses to 
focus on iconic figures in society, said: “My 
subjects are people who have had an im¬ 
portant impact on people’s lives and there 
is no doubt that Mandela has touched eve¬ 
rybody and the world as a whole.” 

She added: “He was unwell in the sum¬ 
mer so I thought I must capture him in 
time.” 

The revered South African statesman 
died at his home on Thursday night aged 
95, prompting outpourings of grief from 
all over the world. 

Ms Denzil has painted a number of icon¬ 
ic figures, including the Beatles, actor Mar¬ 
lon Brando and Bob Marley. 

She also painted a portrait of the Duch¬ 
ess of Cambridge in response to criticisms 
about the official portrait.

A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with causing a public 
nuisance in connection with a 
fatal crash.

The four-vehicle crash 
happened at night when 
around six horses were loose 
on the road, three of which 
were killed. 

Stacy Humphrys, 27, of 
West Meadows, Ipswich, 
who is accused of failing to 
keep horses under control, 
appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

No plea was entered and 
the case was adjourned until 
February 7. He was released 
on bail.

PARKING restriction signs 
have appeared in a town 
centre street, sparking con¬ 
fusion and anger among 
residents. 

Local people were shocked 
when signs were erected last 
Tuesday night stating park¬ 
ing was only permitted for 
one hour between 8am and 
6pm Monday to Saturday in 
a section of All Saints Road, 
Newmarket. 

Moira Williams, of All 
Saints Road, told the News: 

“To say I am angry is an 
understatement. 

“It is mainly stable staff 
who live in the area who 
work in the morning and 
then we go back home until 
about 4.30pm when we re¬ 
turn to work. 

“Where are we supposed 
to park? 

“The person who decided 
this obviously doesn’t live in 
Newmarket and understand 
what sort of a town this is.” 

She said the cost of park¬ 
ing could force residents to 
move out of the town. 

Ms Williams added: “If 
they are going to start charg¬ 
ing in the town, why pick on 
us? 

“You can’t just do that in a 
couple of streets.” 

However a spokesman 
for Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil said the restrictions had

been in place for “a number 
of years” and the new signs 
were simply clarifying the 
existing regulations. 

He said: “The current ar¬ 
rangement for restricted 
parking in All Saints Road 
has been in place for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

“The recent replacement 
of these signs was due to the 
previous ones being worn 
out. 

“No changes to the park¬ 
ing restrictions in the street 
have been made.” 

A consultation into park¬ 
ing in Newmarket is planned 
for the New Year by the 
county council, as reported 
in the News last week. 

The spokesman said: “All 
Saints Road is in the area 
where we plan to undertake 
a parking consultation in the 
new year. 

“We’ve replaced the signs 


so that residents have clear 
information about current 
parking arrangements in 
their area. 

“We hope this will enable 
people to provide more in¬ 
formed responses to the 
consultation.” 

The consultation will 
include streets in the area 
bounded by Rowley Drive, 
Exeter Road and Fred Archer 
Way and on the other side 
of the High Street from The 
Avenue to Old Station Road, 
bounded by Granary Road. 

Cllr Robin Millar, who rep¬ 
resents All Saints ward on 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “I have had a lot of 
complaints from residents 
concerning these signs. 

“However this clarifica¬ 
tion from Suffolk will put a 
lot of people’s minds at rest. 

“We have been working 
hard on this for a number 
of years and I hope we are 
moving in a positive direc¬ 
tion. 

“It is really important 
people do look out for this 
consultation in the new year 
and engage with it so we can 
find a solution that works.”

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Man sentenced for garage thefts 


A GAMBLER stole repeatedly from 
garage forecourt machines to pay his 
debts, a court has heard. 

Christopher Smith, 39, stole £448 
in coins from a machine at the BP 
Hyperion Garage in Bury Road, 
Newmarket, which motorists use to 
pump up their tyres. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard on 
Monday that Smith was not caught 
until 17 months after the offence be¬ 
cause he had been serving a prison 
sentence for a similar crime. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said 
Smith was tracked down when his 


fingerprint was found on a machine 
which had been forced open at New¬ 
market on April 23, 2012. 

The court heard that in lanuary 
2011 Smith was given a suspended 
prison sentence at Swansea Crown 
Court for 15 similar offences and in 
April 2012 was jailed for 20 months 
by magistrates in Northampton after 
admitting yet more forecourt com¬ 
pressed air and vacuum machine 
thefts. 

Mr Sadd said some machines had 
been forced open but it was suspect¬ 
ed Smith used a key to open others. 


Alice Carver, mitigating, said Smith 
had led a blameless life until he was 
34 but had been introduced to gam¬ 
bling which saw him begin to steal. 

Smith, who suffers from ill health 
and relies on benefits, lives with his 
mother in Coventry and helps to look 
after her. 

Ms Carver said Smith had severed 
links with those who encouraged 
him to gamble. 

He was handed a three-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 12 
months, and made subject to a cur¬ 
few for 28 days. 


QC chosen as Tory 
election candidate

A BARRISTER has beaten off fierce 
competition to become Conserva¬ 
tive candidate for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Cambridge University graduate 
Lucy Frazer emerged victorious at 
an open primary held at Ely College 
on Saturday, against three fellow To¬ 
ries vying to be a candidate for Sir 
lim Paice’s seat in the 2015 general 
election. 

A Newnham College graduate and 
commercial law specialist, York¬ 
shire-born Ms Frazer is one of the 
youngest QCs in the country at the 
age of 41. 

Previously an activist in Hamp¬ 
stead and Kilburn Conservatives, 
London, Ms Frazer said she was 
“thrilled” by the election win. 

She said: “My husband and I stud¬ 
ied in Cambridge so we both have 
a really strong affinity with the area 
and we have already started looking 
for a place to live. 

“Sir lim Paice’s shoes are going to 
be huge to fill, but I’ve got lots of ide¬ 
as for South East Cambridgeshire.” 

The election sparked controversy 
after it emerged none of the four can¬ 
didates live in the consituency. 

Rumours had also circulated that 
the Conservatives wanted the posi¬ 
tion to be taken by a woman - which 
have been strenuously denied by the 
party executive.

In response, Ms Frazer said: “I do 
not know what went on, but I know 
that it’s the Association that chooses 
the shortlist, not the headquarters.” 

The other candidates for the post 
were astrophysics graduate Heidi Al¬ 
len, Charlotte Vere, who is executive 
director of the Girls’ Schools Associa¬ 
tion and Paul Bristow, a consultant 
focusing on medical technology and 
life sciences.

He said: “I’m very happy for Lucy 
as I think she will make an excel¬ 
lent candidate and will continue the 
hard-work of Sir Jim Paice.” 


In response to the criticism over 
the lack of local candidates, he said: 
“I think it’s about who is best for the 
Conservative Party. 

“Jim also didn’t come from the lo¬ 
cal area but he has been a fantastic 
MP and I think Lucy will be great.” 

Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
South East Cambridgeshire Con¬ 
servatives, said: “I am very pleased 
with her win. She will make an ideal 
candidate. 

“She’s a Cambridge graduate and 
one of the youngest QCs in Britain, 
and she has told me that she cannot 
wait to buy a family home here next 
year.” 

Sir Jim Paice, 64, announced earlier 
this year that he was going to retire.

THIS adorable dog has made 
an incredible journey across 
six countries after he was 
found close to death in a Ro¬ 
manian field. 

Animal lover Su Shaw, 
of Cheveley, was moved to 
adopt Teddy from Craiova, 
in Romania, when she heard 
about the culls of stray dogs 
in the country. 

The 45-year-old, who is 
training to be a minister, 
contacted Action Aid for An¬ 
imals charity through which 
she adopted her new pet. 

She said: “He would have 
an amazing story to tell if he 
could speak. 

“He has travelled over 
15,000 miles through six 
countries to be here.” 

Teddy - originally known 
as Hatchi - was taken in by a 
Romanian woman called Si¬ 
mona Cirnu who found him 
dehydrated and starving in a 
field earlier this year. 

He was transported over 
to the UK with 20 other dogs 
at the end of November and 
has now settled into his new 
life in Cheveley. 

Su said: “I know you can’t 
save all the dogs out there 
but saving just one is mak¬ 
ing a difference. 

“There are some amazing 
people in Romania who are 
really trying to help them. He 
is here really only because of 
the kindness of strangers.” 

Although Teddy has had 
a difficult life, Su said he is 
starting to make himself at 
home and is able to under¬ 
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stand plenty of commands 
in English. 

She said: “He loves the 
racecourse and I took him to 
the gallops earlier this week 
and he had the time of his 
life.” 

Su is now hoping to en¬ 
courage other animal lovers 
to consider adopting a pet 
from Romania. 

She said: “Of course there 
are dogs here that need help 


and I recognise that. 

“It is just if anyone is 
thinking about adopting 
from abroad then there are 
thousands of dogs in Roma¬ 
nia that need help.” 

Action Aid for Animals will 
help with rabies jabs and pa¬ 
perwork for the dogs’ trans¬ 
fer to the UK.

Cut the car 
park charges 

I just read your article in the 
Newmarket news about residents' 
parking and wanted to give my 
point of view. 

We have a property on Exeter 
road that does suffer in work 
hours - this never used to be a 
problem until parking charges rose 
and visitors started looking for free 
parking. 

Not only is the town quieter since 
parking charges were raised but 
it caused a problem for residents 
- and the council think charging 
home owners to park is a good 
move? 

Are they looking for more reasons 
for people to not only go elsewhere 
to shop but also to live?! 

There's a very simple answer 
to the problem - reduce or stop 
the parking charges in the car 
parks (at the very least bring back 
the half-hour free!) and you get 
homeowners with parking available 
outside their homes and, you never 
know, people may even come back 
to the town to shop! 

This is so obvious that I'm 
confused as to why the council 
think spending money on a survey 
is a good idea. 

The thing is, most residents will 
probably agree with residents 
parking permits as it's better than 
not parking on their doorstep, but 
why should they pay when there 
are empty car parks in the town? 

I own a shop and wanted to have 
it in Newmarket but everything is 
so stacked against a business being 
successful (high rates, low foot fall) 

I opted for Bury St Edmunds where 
you can park five minutes from a 
thriving, bustling town with a huge 
variety of shops and events for a 
whole £2.20 a day! 

There's not enough in 
Newmarket anymore to justify even 
£2.20 a day.

The town is 
dead anyway 

OF COURSE if the council were to 
stop being stupid and pay attention 
to a few things, the problem of 
parking in Newmarket would be 
solved. 

a) The people of Newmarket said in 
a referendum by some 97.5% (as I 
recollect) that they as the tax payers 
affected didn't want the charges. 

b) The imposition of the charges 
that so very very few wanted has 
been an extraordinarily expensive 
affair, continuing to get more 
expensive, and I suspect is still not 
'paying its way'. 

c) The effect on the town of 
Newmarket has been exactly as 
predicted. Many shops have closed 
and been replaced with more cafes, 
second hand shops, phone shops 


and estate agents. Even the market 
is now so pathetically small that it 
can no longer be referred to as a 
market - containing less stalls than 
Mildenhall's equivalent. 

To some great extent this must 
be creating a situation where the 
parking situation is not really as bad 
as made out - frankly the town is 
now almost empty, in fact it is so 
bad I have only visited once this 
year, and frankly believe that was 
once more than was worth it. 

I know that even my parents who 
only live in Exning drive on to Bury 
rather than stopping! 
d) The cost of a 'residents parking 
permit' scheme will be excessive 
- the issuing and policing of the 
permits and the marking and signing 
will cost a fortune - more debt for 
the residents and those working and 
therefore parking in town to cover. 

The answer is much simpler. 

Stop the car parking charges, stop 
them now, remove all unnecessary 
double yellow lines (those added 
to try and force people to use the 
car parks - and there are plenty of 
those). 

Maybe with the problems 
removed there will be a desire once 
again to open shops in Newmarket 
and try and revive the town, it is 
possible of course that the damage 
is beyond repair, but there is some 
hope if things are tackled quickly 
and planning permission is used 
to control the types of new shops 
allowed. 

Beyond this the town's folk and 
shop keepers themselves must 


bear as much responsibility as the 
council for the muck-up. 

Had they collectively expressed 
their anger by changing the way 
they voted they might just have 
kicked the people that did this out 
of power, maybe putting a few 
local independents in could have 
reversed the problem straight away 
and saved the town. 

The shop keepers could have 
taken even more direct action, 
coupled with the market stall 
holders they should have just shut 
on mass. 

Believe me such actions as 
changing a vote or closing a shop 
would do more to sort the problem 
than any amount of expensive and 
pointless residents' zones. 

Newmarket is a tiny little town, it 
does not need the sort of money¬ 
grabbing stupid councils as large 
cities, it doesn't need to be ruined 
by incompetence. 

But in order to protect itself 
against this it needs residents with 
the brain power and backbone to 
think!

However this has not been the 
case and as a result the council 
will never have the support they 
need for a residents' permit scheme 
if they can't police the existing 
parking arrangement let alone a 
potential new one. 

Cynics may feel that the permit 
scheme will just be a backdoor tax 
as the council's past history will 
show that they will raise money but 
do nothing to prevent the illegal 
parking. 

This illegal parking happens every 
day and for myself and the majority 
of residents who search for legal 
parking spaces some distance from 
their houses, it seems to imply that 
breaking the law is accepted by the 
council. 

The council seem unwilling to 
demonstrate that by parking legally 
in the pay car parks, visitors will 
get a reasonable day's shopping 
in a fine town at a reasonable 
cost. If visitors continue to flout 
the law then they must pay the 
consequences. 

At the moment the councillors 
are sitting on their hands and 
are complicit in the failure of the 
parking strategy for Newmarket and 
will never improve the situation. 

Why pay consultants a fee for 
their ideas? Here's a free one, by 
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the issue of a few tickets 
to demonstrate that illegal 
parking on a regular basis will 
not be tolerated, the council 
will both raise money and 
look after the concerns of 
their constituents.

Let's aim for 
harmony 

I HAVE no "axe to grind" with 
SHNAG, (letters, last week). 
One cannot disagree with 
the aims of the organisation, 
as stated on their website i.e. 
"... to promote our town as 
a centre for investment and 
protect its leading position 
against competing global 
centres of excellence. We 
believe in local democracy 
and support residential and 
commercial developments 
that do not imperil the town's 
competitiveness as a global 
leader in equine sports and a 
key regional business cluster." 
The main aim of SHNAG, 
however, appears to be to 
preserve the horseracing 
aspects of Newmarket rather 
than promote the interests of 
the town as a whole. 

Perhaps the Group should 
be the Save the Historic 
Home of Horseracing Action 
Group.FHDC has granted 
use of the Palace House 
stables site, valued at three to 
four million pounds, for the 
Home of Horseracing Centre. 
Personally I consider it would 
be best not to site the centre 
in the middle of town as it 
will give traffic and parking 
problems. 

To be financially viable, 
the centre will require a lot 
of visitors, most of whom will 
come in cars. 

There appears no objection 
to this extra traffic but this 
problem is raised on any non¬ 
racing developments. 

This is, I must suggest, 
hypocrisy. 

I would assume that horse 
safety is a prime consideration 
of racing interests. 

However, excepting 
Jockey Club Estates' recent 
improvements instigated by 
William Gittus, there has been 
little evidence of concern for 
safety of horses, staff, drivers, 
passengers and pedestrians 
over the years. 

If appropriate warnings 
and procedures are used on 
horse crossings, horse walks 
properly used and trainers 
desist from exercising in 
the dark and, when rarely 
necessary, in thick fog and icy 
conditions, life will be safer 
for all. 

It is probably generally 
accepted that the town 
centre leaves something to be 
desired. For Newmarket to 
be of worth to residents and 
of interest to visitors - to have 


the shops and facilities desired 
- the town must have footfall. 

Horses, racing folk, town 
folk, visitors and vehicles must 
be in harmony. 

Let us hope such harmony 
might be more evident in 2014.

an email from a planning 
officer, and criticised it 
for causing confusion. 

Marie Smith, place 
shaping manager at 
FHDC, said: “Forest 
Heath District Council 
does not comment on 
planning applications 
or form any opinion in 
advance of the Develop¬ 
ment Control Commit¬ 
tee’s decision and I regret 
any confusion this letter 
may cause.” 

The letter also calls on 
people to “vote against” 
the development, when 


in fact members of the 
public cannot vote on 
the matter, although 
they can put forward a 
representation on the 
application. 

The final decision rests 
with FHDC development 
control committee. 

The latest develop¬ 
ment at Hatchfield 
Farm comes a year after 
a much larger plan for 
1,200 homes was thrown 
out by the Secretary of 
State. 

Representatives for 
Lord Derby held public 
engagement meetings 
in Newmarket over the 
summer to gain feedback 


on what size of develop¬ 
ment would be prefer¬ 
able before they settled 
on 400 homes.

Flats plan is 
refused again 


FLATS proposed for the site 
of a bungalow in Newmar¬ 
ket have been turned down a 
second time. 

Plans for four flats in Wind¬ 
sor Road were refused by 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee last 
month but the development 
went before the committee 
again on Wednesday as of¬ 
ficers had conducted a risk 
assessment which said an 
appeal was “likely to be suc¬ 
cessful”. 

Councillors said approving 
the plans might create “open 
season” for developers in the 
district. 

Keith Hutchinson, a plan¬ 
ning consultant acting for the 
applicant, said the plan was 
not overdevelopment and it 
was an effective way to prove 
much-needed housing in the 
town. 

He said: “We consider it 
will provide a focal point in 
a relatively mundane urban 
street scene.” 

However Arthur Innes, 
speaking on behalf of the res¬ 
idents, said: “The street scene 
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will be dramatically changed. 

“How can replacing a 
one-storey bungalow with a 
three-storey block of flats not 
do this?” 

He said the street was an 
example of “excellent town 
planning” and should be pre¬ 
served. 

Cllr Simon Cole, who rep¬ 
resents Exning ward, said: 
“I don’t really see anything 
much has changed since we 
last met. 

“I still see an 
overdeveloped 
block of flats which 
are replacing a 
one-storey build¬ 
ing.” 

Other council¬ 
lors agreed with 
him and decided to 
stick to their origi¬ 
nal decision to refuse the 
plans. 

Cllr Eddie Stewart, who 
represents Brandon East, 
said: “I know there is a risk 
but we are hopefully a good 
committee who understand 


this. 

“If it does go to court then 
at least we will have spoken 
for the people of Newmarket. 

“It is an ugly develop¬ 
ment.” 

And Cllr Tim Huggan, of 
Manor ward, said: “I think if 
this development is allowed 
in a long established com¬ 
munity there is going to be 
open season for developers.” 

Members voted to refuse 
the decision on the grounds 
that the design, scale and 

massing were out of keep¬ 
ing with the area and 
represent overdevel¬ 
opment of the site. 

Speaking af¬ 
ter the meeting, 
Windsor Road 
resident Jennifer 
Smith said: “I am 
glad it hasn’t gone 
through. 

“I couldn’t believe they 
said it was going to improve 
our ‘mundane’ street. I think 
that is really rude and igno¬ 
rant.” 

The applicant declined to 
comment on the decision.

Sails away as mill 
is ready for action

FULL sails will turn on Burwell Mill 
for the first in more than 40 years. 

Passers-by watched as a 65-tonne 
crane was used to lift the four sails 
in place onto the top of the 19th 
century mill. 

Scores of people turned out for 
the historic event in Mill Close yes¬ 
terday, which is the culmination of 
a £420,000 Fresh Wind in Our Sails 
project. 

Luke Bonwick, millwright con¬ 
sultant, said: “It went really well. 
The millwrights have got all four 
sails in position as planned. 

“You have to thread the sails 
through the stocks high above the 
mill which is like threading some¬ 
thing through the eye of a needle.” 

The Grade II listed mill last car¬ 
ried four sails in 1973 and since 
then has only carried two, meaning 
only 60 per cent of the mill’s poten¬ 
tial power could be accessed. 

The sails, which span 19.5 metres 
and weigh around 7 tonnes in total, 
have been rebuilt in Lincolnshire 
using Siberian larch timber and 
hundreds of gallons of white paint. 

Volunteers at the mill have dedi¬ 
cated many hours to make the 192 
sail shutters which fit into the sails. 

Mr Bonwick said: “These sails are 
its crowing glory. 

“There is very little work left to do 
on the mill now. 

“With a few tweaks here and there 
we hope to have the sails turning by 
Christmas.” 

He said: “We should be able to 
produce flour some time in the new 
year - although only for demonstra¬ 
tion of course.” 

Earlier in the year the mill cap was 
lifted off the four-storey building so 
it could be refurbished at ground 
level. 

It has become damaged and was

Recycling is up, 
thanks to new bins 


RECYCLING in the district has 
risen following the arrival of new 
wheelie bins. 

The roll out of 70,000 bins 
across East Cambridgeshire has 
been completed and waste chiefs 
have said the changes are already 
having an effect. 

The district had one of the low¬ 
est recycling rates in the region, 
at just 37 per cent before the in¬ 
troduction of the new system.

“While we won’t have official fig¬ 
ures until January, it is clear that 
the amount of recycling house¬ 
holds are doing across the district 
has risen while the weight of rub¬ 
bish put out in black sacks has 
fallen.

“We would like to thank every¬ 
one in East Cambridgeshire for 
taking to the new recycling ser¬ 
vice with such enthusiasm. 

“This has been a tremendous 
effort and we should all be very 
proud of the change in perfor¬ 
mance.” 

The roll-out has had “minor 
teething problems” due to its 
scale, Mr Ellis admitted, but he 
thanked members of the public 
for being patient. 

He said: “I know there has been 
a dedicated team at the District 
Council who have worked incred¬ 
ibly hard to ensure that residents 
have been able to switch over to 
the new recycling service as easily 
as possible. 


“They have often gone way be¬ 
yond what is expected of them.” 

The changes have been possi¬ 
ble after the council was awarded 
a £5 million grant by the govern¬ 
ment for a major overhaul of East 
Cambridgeshire’s waste and recy¬ 
cling system. 

Mr Ellis said: “We now have a 
first rate recycling service which 
we believe will help our recycling 
rate. We have made a good start 
but we cannot afford to be com¬ 
placent. 

“The challenge for us all is to 
constantly look at we are about 
to throw away and ask ourselves 
if that item should be recycled.”

Four years ago, Josh Stephenson was 
diagnosed with a rare form of cancer which 
meant he had his face rebuilt using parts of 
his thigh and shoulder. Here, he shares his 
remarkable story with Lydia Fallon 


P ETER Andre is just 
desperate to do a 
calendar with me,” Josh 
Stephenson laughs, as he 
poses for the photographer. 
The former fashion designer 
laughs often I come to 
discover when we meet at his 
home. 

In fact, he’s a joy; open, 
warm and determinedly 
upbeat, his positivity is really 
quite remarkable given 
everything he’s been through 
in the past four years. “You 
just have to get on with it,” he 
says forthrightly, removing his 
glasses and giving his artificial 
eye a little tap. 

“I have perfect bone structure 
on one side of my face... 
obviously. 

It’s just the other side which 

is a bit 

dodgy!” 

It was back in October 2009 
when Josh was first diagnosed 
with malignant orbital 
melanoma - an incredibly 
rare form of eye cancer. He 
initially put his symptoms 
down to hayfever but, as his 
eyelid started to become more 
and more swollen, he knew 
something was seriously 
wrong. “I was eventually 
referred to a specialist at 
Moorfields Eye Hospital in 
London and was immediately 
given a scan,” remembers 
Josh, 49, from Huntingdon. 
“The doctors discovered I had 
a large mass behind my eye, 
it was kind of like a liquorice 


texture. I had a biopsy and 
they were hoping it would 
be benign but unfortunately 
they found it was malignant 
melanoma.” 

Doctors told Josh he may 
have had a cancerous freckle 
at the back of his eyeball 
since birth and it had been 
growing slowly into a tumour 
ever since. Young, healthy 
and with his whole life ahead 
of him, Josh was devastated. 
“It was just a huge shock,” he 
says. “The most hideous thing 
was that it was malignant 
melanoma, because I’ve 
always been very, very careful 
in the sun. I knew all about 
skin cancer from an early 
age; I’ve never had any visual 
moles, the only one I had was 
at the back of my eye.” 

Josh went through six 
weeks of daily radiotherapy 
in early 2010, but the cancer 
had spread to his face and 
surgeons decided they had no 
choice but to operate. Having 
only just come to terms 
with the fact he had cancer, 
hearing the news that half his 
face was going to be removed 
was a devastating blow. “It 
was brutal,” admits Josh, 


staring down at the table. “I 
wasn’t prepared, they just 
sat me down and said we’re 
going to take your eye out 
and you’ll be left with a hole. 
You hear about people having 
counselling but I didn’t have 
any of that.” 

It was at this point that the 
charity Saving Faces became 
involved. Set up by Professor 
Iain Hutchinson, Saving 
Faces helps the thousands 
of people across the UK 
suffering the consequences 
of facial diseases, injuries and 
disfigurement, and when they 
heard about Josh’s case they 
vowed to help reconstruct his 
face. 

The operations were long 
and complex, taking place 
during two full days four 
months apart in 2010. In 
the first, surgeons removed 
Josh’s eye and replaced it with 
tissue from his thigh, and 
in the second, Josh’s upper 
left jaw and part of the roof 
of his mouth were removed 
and replaced with tissue from 
his shoulder blade. It was, he 
concedes, a ‘horrific’ time. 
“After they had done the first 
surgery - which was about

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14 hours - they realised they 
hadn’t got all the tumour, 
so then they had to remove 
all the eye socket and bone, 
hence why there’s no real 
form there,” Josh says. 

“I had 26cm of my leg 
removed, and it looked 
like a big blob on my face,” 
remembers Josh. “The skin 
was quite weird, it looked 
almost like orange peel, and 
it was quite pitted. 

“The people visiting me 
actually thought it was a 
bandage at first. Even the 
nurse said to me when I 
went for a check-up ‘Don’t 
worry, we will soon have that 
bandage off’ - it was just 
horrendous.” 

Josh was eventually able to 
return home, but the hurdles 
have been constant. “I had 
every single nerve cut in to 
on the left side of my face 
so it has been a lot to cope 
with to put it mildly,” he says, 
describing how his life has 
changed. 

“At first, eating and 
drinking was really difficult 
because my mouth was 
totally lopsided and I had 
no feeling there, so food 
was just dropping out of my 
mouth constantly. I have a 
temporary eye I take in and 
out with a suction pad every 
day and I have these constant 
sensations of itching - it’s 
impossible to say how it feels. 

“It takes over your whole 
life; it’s there 24/7. Every time 
you look in the mirror, when 
you go to bed, when you 
wake up - you’re thinking 
about it all the time.” 

Josh credits the 
unconditional support of 
his friends and family for 
getting him through. “Above 
all I have to thank my mother 
who has been wonderful. 

I feel a bit silly but she 
insists on coming to every 
appointment with me, and 
that support has been vital.” 

As a luxury goods designer 


- he previously worked at 
Harrods - Josh is from a 
world in which image is 
everything, and it’s been the 
impact on his appearance 
which has proved one of 
the most difficult things to 
comprehend. “I didn’t look 
in the mirror until four days 
after the surgery,” he admits. 
“It was hard to come to terms 
with the fact I had cancer and 
it was also so visual. I work 
in the fashion industry and 
how you look and dress is so 
important, so it had, and still 
does have, a huge impact on 
my confidence.” 

Since the first operation 
Josh has undergone a further 
50 hours of reconstruction 
surgery, and although the 
transformation is quite 
remarkable, he says he’s a 
perfectionist and still isn’t 
happy when he sees his 
reflection in the mirror. “I 
always look at the bits which 
aren’t right. I feel like I want 
to tuck this or lift that up and 
I really hate the shape of my 
face,” Josh says, prodding his 
cheeks. “I’ve had so much 
surgery trying to make myself 
look a bit better but the 
reality is I’ve got my shoulder 
blade where my upper jaw 
was and my thigh where my 
eye was. So, you know. 

Do people ever stare? 
“There was a time when I was 
frightening children when 
they looked at me,” Josh says 
quietly. “But if people look at 
me now I just look back and 
smile, I think that’s the only 
thing to do. Obviously I do 
look different and it’s human 
nature to look if someone is 
walking with a limp or if they 
have purple hair. 

“Whether it’s something 
very beautiful or something 
quite unfortunate and ugly, 
it’s natural to look so I accept 
that.” 

At present Josh’s cancer 
isn’t active, but just a few 
months ago he was dealt 


another blow when doctors 
discovered the cancer had 
spread to his liver. He was 
forced to go under the knife 
once again to have half of it 
removed. 

Does he ever feel ‘why 
me?’ “Sometimes, but you 
just have to get on with it. 

You don’t have any choice 
and there is always someone 
worse off. Yes, I’ve lost one 
eye but then I’ve still got my 
other eye - you either give up 
or carry on and fight.” 

And it is that fighting 
spirit which has inspired 
Josh to do all he can to raise 
awareness and funds for 
cancer research. He regularly 
hosts charity coffee mornings 
and lunches, gives talks 
across the country about 
the impact the disease has 
had on his life, and, this 
Christmas, has designed a 
festive e-card to raise money 
for Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust (ACT). 

The card, which features 
a wreath design, can be 
personalised and J00 per 
cent of the money raised will 
go to ACT. It’s Josh’s way of 
saying thank you to the team 
of doctors and surgeons who 
helped save his life. “It’s a 
very personal thing for me 
and in a way it is saying thank 
you for everything that has 
been done to help me over 
the last few years - everyone’s 
patience, understanding, 
time and energy,” says Josh. 

In light of everything he’s 
been through, I wonder if 
Josh’s outlook on life has 
changed? “Completely,” he 
says. “You have to enjoy every 
day as much as you can, and 
say what you think and do 
what you feel; sometimes it’s 
OK to be a little selfish. 

“Life is now very much 
before and after,” he muses. 
“In the way I looked, in my 
personality, and my attitude 
towards life. But I’m still 
here...”

THE HOBBIT: THE 
DESOLATION OF SMAUG

ALMOST 10 years ago to 
the day, Peter Jackson was 
preparing to unveil The Lord 
Of The Rings: The Return 
Of The King, the concluding 
chapter of his ambitious 
Tolkien trilogy, to UK 
audiences. 

The third film subsequently 
won all 11 Academy Awards 
for which it was nominated 
and became the first fantasy 
film and only the second sequel 
to claim the top prize of Best 
Picture. 

This new trilogy, adapted 
from Tolkien's The Hobbit, has 
not fared quite so well. 

The filmmaker's decision 
to shoot the prequels in high 
definition 3D at the higher 
rate of 48 frames per second 
compared to the usual 24 
frames has divided audiences 
and critics, allowing us to see 
the stitching on costumes and 
the intricacy of the prosthetics 
in startlingly minute detail. 

The second instalment, The 
Desolation Of Smaug, picks up 
where An Unexpected Journey 
concluded. 

Plucky hobbit Bilbo Baggins 



(Martin Freeman), wise 
wizard Gandalf The Grey 
(Sir Ian McKellen) and the 
company of dwarves led by 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) continue their 
perilous quest to reclaim their 
lost gold from the dragon 
Smaug (voiced by Benedict 
Cumberbatch) in his lair. 

The adventurers encounter 
a shape-shifter called Beorn 
(Mikael Persbrandt) and a nest 
of giant spiders, guaranteed 
to make skin crawl and have 
arachnophobes quivering in 
their seats. 

Gandalf discovers the identity 
of the necromancer, who has 
been wreaking havoc in Dol 
Guldur, and when ores storm 
Mirkwood, the elves led by 
King Thranduil (Lee Pace) 


and his son Legolas (Orlando 
Bloom) marshal their forces to 
repel the invaders. 

Meanwhile, Bilbo and the 
dwarves - Bifur (William 
Kircher), Bofur (James Nesbitt),

All the fun 




PICTURE the familiar Christmas scene: you arrive 
home from the garden centre, a tall, bushy tree 
proudly under your arm. You're anxious to get 
it up and show it off in all it's festive glory - but 
once it's actually inside, once you've pruned and 
snipped it into it's allocated space, the magic 
seems to have faded. 

There's no need, though, 
for your tree to be over¬ 
hacked, lopsided and backed 
into a corner, if you just do a 
little groundwork before you 
buy. 

For instance, measure your 
floor-to-ceiling space, taking 
into account the height of any 
stand below and the fairy or 
the star which will add extra 
height to the top. 

Then look at the width 
you have to play with. Will 
relatives be constantly brushing past the tree 
to reach a door or a sofa? If so, you'll need to 
take that space into account and be prepared for 
some secateur work. 

Of the estimated eight million real Christmas 
trees bought every year in the UK, according to 
the British Christmas Tree Growers Association, 
the most popular is the non-drop Nordmann 


firs... 

fir (Abies nordmanniana), originally from south 
Russia. However, these are quite bushy trees and 
if you only have a narrow space, it might pay to 
shop for a smaller type, like the Fraser fir (Abies 
fraseri), popular in the eastern United States. 

If space is really tight, you may opt for a small 
cypress which you can plant 
in a pot, then place on a side 
table or stand and decorate 
accordingly. Once Christmas is 
over, provided you have kept 
it well watered and away from 
radiators, you should be able to 
plant it out in the garden when 
weather and soil conditions 
permit. 

Andrea Blackie, garden 
designer and horticulturalist 
at plantify.co.uk, home to 
Britain's biggest online plant 
selection, says: "If you don't 
have the space for a full-size Christmas tree, you 
can get creative with other plants to make your 
home look festive this Christmas.'' 

She recommends small evergreen shrubs that 
will fit into a small space and can be decorated to 
look fabulous during the festive season. 

Common box (Buxus sempervirens), a shrub 
with small, glossy green aromatic leaves, can 


be clipped into cones or even bought in a cone 
shape then decorated with small baubles and 
other festive adornments. 

Another alternative is a standard, such as a 
bay or a berried holly, into which you can secure 
baubles and ribbons to give them a festive look 
without taking up too much space. They can be 
planted out once the festive season is over to 
give year-round enjoyment. 

Whatever you choose, remember that 
evergreens prefer the great outdoors, so don't 
put them anywhere near a radiator and keep 
them well watered in a cool room. If you can, 
leave it till the last minute to bring them inside. 

If you are buying a traditional Christmas tree, 
saw off the bottom 5cm of trunk to open up 
its pores before you bring the tree inside and 
place it in a bucket of water until you are ready 
to house it. When you bring it in, make sure 


you can keep it topped up with water, as a tree 
will drink half a litre a day. Most Christmas tree 
stands have a space for water, or you could 
simply wedge it into a bucket. 

There's a few extra tips to remember when 
buying your tree too. Make sure the tree is fresh 
- look at the colour; when it dries out it loses 
some of its green hue. Stroke the needles too, 
and they should feel moist to the touch. Always 
put the tree on the ground to assess the size and 
shape before you buy. If it starts shedding some 
of its needles when it moves, it's not the freshest. 
It's also wise to shop around - or leave your tree 
buying to the last minute - if you want a bargain, 
because prices vary hugely on location. 

Once you've ticked all these boxes, and your 
tree is neatly in its place, get the decorations 
down from the loft, get the baubles on the 
branches, and enjoy . . .

Your job in danger 
- drink-drive ads 


THE “snowball effect” of getting a 
drink-drive conviction has been 
highlighted in the Government’s 
latest THINK! campaign. 

Millions of people could lose 
their jobs if they were unable to 
drive to, or at, work through be¬ 
ing caught drinking and driv¬ 
ing, the campaign, launched last 
week, shows. 

People who drive as part of 
their job are particularly vulner¬ 
able but someone with a con¬ 
viction could also be denied ac¬ 
cess to millions more jobs which 
are eligible for criminal records 
checks. 

These jobs include profes¬ 
sional driving jobs, teachers, care 


workers and jobs in banks and 
finance. 

Any employer can ask to see 
unspent criminal convictions 
and research shows that three- 
quarters of employers admit to 
taking a criminal conviction into 
account during the recruitment 
process. 

Launching the “snowball effect” 
drink-drive campaign Transport 
Minister Robert Goodwill said: 
“For many people Christmas is 
about spending time with friends 
and family and celebrating, but if 
drivers have a tipple they should 
not get behind the wheel. 

“Just one drink can put you 
over the limit and the conse¬ 


quences are devastating. Not 
only will you be cuffed and put in 
a cell, but if you’re convicted you 
will lose your licence and, as this 
research shows, you could even 
lose your job.” 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “Drink-drive convictions 
have dramatic and traumatic 
snowball effects. One third of 
people will lose their jobs and ex¬ 
perience years of hiked insurance 
premiums. 

“A snowball might melt away 
quickly while the effects of a driv¬ 
ing ban last way beyond any win¬ 
ter thaw. If you are going to drive 
- don’t drink. If you are going to 
drink - don’t drive.” 


e-Up is tagged at under £20k 



THE VOLKSWAGEN E-UP: Electric start to 2014 


Volkswagen has 
confirmed UK pricing 
for the all-electric e-Up 
city car, with deliveries 
expected by the end of 
January. 

After accounting for 
the £5,000 government 
grant towards plug-in 
electric vehicles, the 
e-Up will cost from 
£19,250, which is more 
than double the price 
tag of a mid-range 
petrol-powered Up. 

The car, which is 
capable of 81mph 
thanks to an 81 bhp 
electric motor, can 
theoretically achieve 
more than 90 miles 
on a single charge, 
although owners are 
more likely to get 
around 70 with careful 
use. 


Its performance 
exceeds that of the 
petrol Up, though, with 
a 0-62mph time of 12.4 
seconds and, crucially, 
a 0-30mph time of 
around four seconds. 

A DC fast-charging 
circuit will be supplied

Butler has to 
'rebuild' life 

A CONTRITE Gerard Butler has 
spoken of needing a "painfully 
renewed sense" of the principles 
he neglected after issuing a 
statement in the wake of his five- 
year disqualification from racing. 

The British Horseracing 
Authority accused Butler of an 
"appalling" dereliction of his 
duties at the end of a disciplinary 
panel hearing, announcing the 
Newmarket-based Group One- 
winning trainer admitted to all 
seven charges against him relating 
to samples of an anabolic steroid 
found in horses in his care. 

Nine of his horses produced 
positive samples, five cases of 
which were identified as the joint 
treatment Sungate, which contains 
the banned anabolic steroid 
stanozolol. 

However, considered even more 
serious was Butler's admission of 
administering another substance, 
Rexogin, to four horses himself. 

Butler said in a statement 
issued through solicitor Richard 
Brooks of Withy King: "While 
this has been a devastating and 
humiliating experience for me, I 
am above all aware of its impact 
on others; not just my family, staff 
and owners but also the sport I 
have always loved. 

"I have no intention of hiding 
from my responsibility for an 
error of judgement that has 
undone many years of honest 
endeavour. 

"I wish only to offer one or 
two observations, then, with no 
intention of diluting the contrition 
I feel. 

"My sense that I had betrayed 
the standards I have always sought 
to maintain can be judged from the 
fact that I myself brought a number 
of breaches to the attention of the 
BHA. 

"I hope it has also become 
evident how widespread were 
the misunderstandings, among 
the training and veterinary 
communities in Newmarket, over 
the use of Sungate. 

"With that in mind, I must 
emphasise that no harm resulted 
to any of the horses involved - and, 
above all, that I would never have 
knowingly risked any such harm. 

"It was wrong for me to cut 
corners but I did so principally 
through naivety. 

"I am grateful for the many 
messages I have received that 
recognise this, and also how 
distressed I am to have let myself 
and others down. 

"I have made a big mistake, and 
am paying a big price. 

"The consequences for my wife 
and three sons will be a daily 
reproach, harder to bear than any 
judgements passed by others. 

"All I can do is try to pick up the 
pieces. 

"I will do so with a painfully 
renewed sense that the principles 
I neglected, in one disastrous 
lapse, will be those that serve me 
best in trying to rebuild my life."

Globe-trotting The Fugue has 
to settle for second in Sha Tin 


LOCAL runner Dominant lived up to his 
name to see off British raider The Fugue in a 
shock result to the Longines Hong Kong Vase 
at Sha Tin. 

William Buick had an early mid¬ 
division slot on The Fugue but found himself 
gradually shuffled back and with two furlongs 
to run was virtually last, just as Dominant, 
who had raced towards the rear for much of 
the way, made his move and got what proved 
a crucial first run. 

John Moore’s five-year-old burst clear and 
while The Fugue picked up strongly to give 
chase, the line came in time as Dominant 
flashed home with 2011 Melbourne Cup 
winner Dunaden close up in third. 

Dominant was formerly trained in 
Newmarket by Roger Varian when he raced in 
the Highclere Thoroughbred colours. 

Last year’s winner Red Cadeaux was fourth 
for Ed Dunlop, putting in another big effort 
having had to race wide throughout. 

It was more heartbreak for John Gosden’s 
The Fugue, who was coming off a second 
place in the Breeders’ Cup Turf, where she 
had looked the likely winner before being 
swamped by Aidan O’Brien’s Magician. 

Simon Marsh, racing manager to owner 
Lady Lloyd Webber, bemoaned the slow pace. 

He said: “They went very steadily and it was 
a terribly slow time. 

“She was last into the straight and so did 
exceptionally well to finish where she did. 

“It was a great run and a fantastic race, she 
never seems to put in a bad one. 

“She did receive a couple of knocks, but no 
excuses and we have great expectations for 
another good season next year.” 


Newmarket-based Dunlop said of Red 
Cadeaux: “The plan is to carry on and we’ll 
talk to the owner and see how the horse is. 

“Dubai would be in our thoughts and we 
can talk about Sydney (Carnival), but we can’t 
do them both. It was another very solid run, 
but a stronger pace would have helped.” 

Willie Mullins’ Simenon was a creditable 
fifth under Newmarket-based jockey Ryan 
Moore, who said: “It was as good a run as I 
could have hoped for as that ground over a 
fast mile-and-a-half track is too quick for 
him.” 

Mount Athos was ninth for Luca Cumani, 
with rider Craig Williams saying: “That pace 
was anything but what he needed and it 
turned into a sprint which didn’t suit us one 
little bit.” 

However, there was sad news for another 
Newmarket-based trainer, Robert Cowell. 

His horse Jwala died and jockey Steve 
Drowne was badly injured in a fall in the 
Longines Hong Kong Sprint at Sha Tin. 

The Nunthorpe winner appeared to be 
squeezed between horses close to home, 
crashing to the ground and leaving Drowne 
needing immediate medical attention. 

Drowne was taken to hospital and is 
believed to have suffered injuries including a 
broken collarbone. 

Cowell, who is based at Bottisham Heath 
Stud, tweeted: “Thank you to everyone for 
their kind, sympathetic words. Jwala was a 
special racehorse - I am especially proud to 
have been part of her life.” 

The race was won in brilliant fashion by 
the Japanese-trained Lord Kanaloa, who beat 
Irish hope Sole Power by five lengths.

ROB Huff finished the year in superb 
style by helping Rotek Racing win 
the United States Air Force National 
Auto Sport Association 25 Hours of 
Thunderhill in Willows, California. 

The 25-hour race - held at 
Thunderhill Park Raceway, just north 
of Sacramento - is one of the sternest 
challenges in North American motor- 
sport, but with Huff, Robb Holland, 
Kevin Gleason, Roland Pritzker and 
Jeff Altenburg sharing driving duties 
in an Audi TTRS, Rotek Racing sealed 
victory in dominant fashion. 

Electrical problems hampered 
the team’s preparation but with the 
predicted winter storms failing to 
materialise, Huff took the first stint 
under clear blue skies in an eclectic 
field of more than 80 cars. 

The 2012 World Touring Car 
champion was quick to show his 
pace and he and battled his way from 
ninth to first in the opening laps. 

The car lacked straight-line speed

but it was quick through the corners, 
and its economical fuel consump¬ 
tion meant Rotek could run longer 
between stops than their main rivals. 

Newmarket driver Huff was em¬ 
broiled in a five-way fight with the 
Barrett Racing and TruSpeed Autos¬ 
port Porsche 911 GT3 Cup entries, the 
Factory 48/Crowdstrike Radical SR3 
and Team Quick Racing Products’ Su- 
perlite SLC, during his first two-hour 
stint but he handed over the car to 
Gleason with it in good shape. 

With flawless performances from 
the other drivers, Rotek held second 
place for much of the night until 
leaders Team Quick Racing Products 
suffered steering problems during 
the 18 th hour. 

Rotek opened up a 30-lap lead with 


three hours to run, and it was Huff 
who had the honour of bringing the 
car across the finish line. 

“To win the NASA 25 Hours of 
Thunderhill in such fine style with a 
massive margin over the competition 
is a phenomenal achievement that 
can’t be underestimated,” said Huff. 

“It’s a real honour to have been 
involved in this remarkable feat, 
especially with such a great bunch 
of guys. While we had a few teething 
problems during practice and quali¬ 
fying, the race ran like clockwork and 
the Audi TTRS was a dream to drive. 

“It was a textbook endurance race 
and I loved every second of it. We 
don’t have to do any more California 
dreamin’ now, because the victory is 
a reality!”
